NATIONAL QUARANTINE IN PORTO RIOO. 

[Public— No. 69.] 

AN ACT Temporarily to provide revenues and a civil government for Porto Rico, 

and for other purposes. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and Rouse of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled,

Sec. 10. That quarantine stations shall be established at such places 
in Porto Eico as the Supervising Surgeon -General of the Marine-Hos- 
pital Service of the United States shall direct, and the quarantine 
regulations relating to the importation of diseases from other countries 
shall be under the control of the Government of the United States.

Sec. 41. That this Act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
the first day of May, nineteen hundred.

NATIONAL QUARANTINE IN HAWAII. 

[Public— No. 82.] 

AN ACT To provide a government for the Territory of Hawaii. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled, 

******* 

Sec. 97. That quarantine stations shall be established at such places 
in the Territory of Hawaii as the Supervising Surgeon General of the 
Marine- Hospital Service of the United States shall direct, and the quar- 
antine regulations for said islands relating to the importation of diseases 
from other countries shall be under the control of the Government of 
the United States. The quarantine station and grounds at the harbor 
of Honolulu, together with all the public property belonging to that 
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
